The Pope in England. 



Tho announcement that the Fopo is 
being conveyed to England in a Bri- 
tish frigato can sorpriso no one. Tak- 
ing advantage of the present war and 
the consequent withdrawal of French 
troops, Italy has reasserted its supre- 
macy ovor liome and tho Eternal City 
has ooased to be a desiratio seat or evon 
a safo refugo for that remarkable man 
who has for so muny years wieldod tho 
double aoeptro of temporal and spiritual 
supremacy. Not the loaBt notable fea^ 
ture of tho time will be tho fact that, 
dosorted by Catholic Franoe and com* 
polled to flee from Catholic Italy, Pope 
Pio "Nono sought in Protestant Eng. 
land a more fitting and secure asylum 
than oould be found in any other coun- 
try, And the l J opo will bo aliko froo 
from danger aud insult in England. Jlis 
pretence of tomporul power no longer 
placing him in a false position, he will 
be enabled to exorcise his spiritual func- 
tions with a degree of liberty that 
might be denied him in somo countries 
making louder pretentions to freedom. 
A good, sound, constitutional monarchy, 
liko that of Great Britain is, after all, 
the best and most substantial form of 
govorurnant. It gives equal liberty 
with greater stability and security for 
life and property. Tho idea of Ireland 
is a more suitable residence for the Pope 
may possibly suggest itself to some. 
Bat in Ireland His Holiuoss might be 
snpposed to occupy a moro provincial 
position, ono less befitting tho head of 
tho Catholic world, Should tho Pope 
establish himself in England, and there 
receive that respect and protection 
which cantiot fail to be extended to him, 
it would be difficult to overestimate tho 
influence such a condition must exert 
over the Catholic mind of Iroland. It 
would be moro potent than shoavos of 
Lrifh Church or Land Bills by way of 
reconciling recalcitrant Erin.

Neutrality Laws, 

As the neutrality laws of Groat Bri- 
tain stand, or hitherto stood, tho Gov- 
ernment had no power to interfore with 
the building of a ship of war for a 
belligerent Power. Her equipment 
and dispatoh alone constituted an irvl 
fringement ol the law, alone constitut- 
ed an offence ot which the Exooutivo 
oould take cognizance, or iu respect of 
whioh they could interposo any check. 
The utter futility of suoh a provision 
must bo sufficiently manifest. An Ala- 
bama may be constructed in every 
ship-yard in the United Kingdom,— on 
tho Tnamos or the Tyne, tho Mersey 
or tho Clyde, with special knowledgo of 
hor warlike intent and destination. Her 
every lino may be laid with special re- 
gard to speed and fitness for hor pro- 
datory work upon the high sens ; isoo 
may bo built to carry a certain numbor 
of guns ot a particular calibre, and to 
outrage and outstrip her rival of tbo 
opposing fleet. All this may be known to 
tho authorities, to the public of Great 
Britaiu, to the world, jus. as well as if 
tho ship had already sailod and ougag- 
ed in hor work of destruction ,• bnt un- 
less tho equipmont of the vessel haR 
aotually commonced, unless tho guns 
and other warlike appliances are boing 
placed iD position, or she can be caught 
on the wing, as it wero, the authorities 
havo no power or right whatever to in- 
terpose, the S ato oautiot adept either 
preventive or punitive measure*. Thus 
it was thut tho Alabama made good her 
eBcape at a most critical and unfortu- 
nate moment ; and thus it was that the 
Court of Exchequer refusod to support 
the action of tho Government in ordering 
tho arrest of tho Alexandra. Notwith- 
standing tho by no means uunatural. out- 
cry made against Great Britain by our 
Cousius over the lino, for not having 
interfered to stop tho Alabama while 
yet eho was within the easy grasp of 
tho authorities, the question arises: 
Would the United States have acted 
otherwise, had the caso bsen their own? 
The United States Marshal might have 
been more expert in arresting tho pro- 
gress of the evil bird on the wing / but 
that their own laws, would not have 
premitted them to interfere ono moment 
earlier is undeniable. In this respect 
thoir laws are no hotter than those of 
Great Britain. It is quite natural that 
tho people of tho United States should 
have felt hurt about the escape of the 
Alabama ; but they have hud time to 
cool down, and they ought to reflect, and 
remember that had the war been ono 
to which our own nation was a patty, 
and they, themselves, neutral, and had 
tho Alabama been built with like intent 
in their own shipyard, their own course 

of action could not havo boon essential- . , 

ly different, although it might possibly ) fion. Societies and organizations In Lood ?Q 
(j.uiuvis , » i,, i The result may bave on important bearing 

havo been rather more successful, lu-i 
deed the Fenian movomont furnishes a 
caso in point. Taking the Fonian army 
to represent tho Alabama, why did not the 
United States authorities interfere 
before tho Fenians inarched ovor the 
border ? That army was recruited, 
drilled, armed and equipped oponly and 
in broad day, under the very nose of tho 
Government, aud with tho open and 
express object of infringing internation- 
al law ; with this avowed intent thoy 
pained through tho country and wero 
marched to the border ; and it was not 
till they had invnded the toiritory of a 
peaceful nnd unoffending neighbor and 
wore driven back by its bravo Bona 
that tho Unitod States authorities iotoi- 
torposod, And why 'I Simply 'because 
they had to abido tho broaoh of Inter- 
national law, which appears not to havo 
been la tho recruiting, drilling, arming, 
and equipping, or evon in a marob 
across the border, but in an ovort act oi 
violence, All this was very trying 
and very expensive to Canada, equally 
ua much so, comparatively spoaking, ua 
tho Alabama affair proved to tbo larger 
country ; yot wo aro told tho authorition 
acted up to the law. Well, so did tho 
authorities of Great Britain. But tho 
law, in both, is defective, vicioau in its 
oporations and oonsequonces. Under it 
tho Alabama was enabled to oscapo 
and do so much mischief— destroy an 
enormous amount of property, aud make 
no end ol mischief botweon two Groat 
Powers whiob, of all the Powors on 
earth, ought to live at peace Under it 
the Fenians have twice escaped into 
CaDada, only, however, to retreat in 
greater baste than thoy advanced, but 
still to do vory groat mischief aud put, 
an inoffensive neighbor to vory heavy 
oxponso in guarding its frontier. In so 
far as the neutrality relations of Groat, 
Brituin and tho United States are oon- 
corned neither would appear to havo 
much reason to upraid the other. But 
it is something to be able to say that 
Groat Britain has boon tho foremost to 
apply a legislative remedy. A Bi.l 
Was introduced into tho British Parliin 
mont on tho 1-t August last, and hus 
doubtless ore this booorao law, the object 
of which is to prevent a recurrence of 
such cases as that of tho Alabama. 
Undor this Bill the Secrotary of Stato 
will havo the powor of seizing any sus- 
picious ship by his warrant, aud tbu 
local authorities also are empowered to 
etop a vossol which thoy may have rea- 
son for boliovSng to bo op tbo point of

Oar Canadian exchanges aro to the 2$ib 
ultimo. We ofler the following ooodensad 
summary .- The Rev. M. Herring. Incum- 
bent of Clerkoowc-11, London, who haa done 
go ranch to promote emigration to Canada, 
arrived at Ottawa on the 25tb. The chief 
object ol his visit i» to report upon tbo con- 
dition of the emigrants seut out by the 



upon future emigration movements. Tim 
military expedition to Red Kivor was report- 
ed as making lavorahle progress, and likely 
to rencd Port Garry in a fow days. Unpre- 
cedented^ dasiruotive fires bad devastated 
several country diatricls in Canada. The 
ooantry around Ouuwa had especially Bat- 
tered, to tho extent of a million aod a half 
dollars, ii was estimatod. Over twothou«aod 
persons had been burned out in the valley 
of the Ottawa. The people ol Ottawa were 
behavin» nobly, having organized an influ- 
ential Relief (Jomtniuee, and in one d.«y 
subscribing upwards of fom thousand dol- 
lar. Every cflort was being made 
to meet cvejy caso of distress, al- 
though in very many instances tho farmers 
had more or less insured. Heavy rains had, 
happily, arrested the progress; of these fires. 
Preparations were being made for tbo Pro- 
vincial Exhibition of Ontario, to be held 
this year at Toronto on tho 3d of October. 
His Exoellency Sir John Young, aud Sir 
George Curlier returnod to Ottawa on tha 
22nd. Mr. Fridlay, sometime editor of the 
Canada Scotsman, at Toronto, and Scottish 
American, at New York, recently commi',* 
ted suicide at Halilux, N. S. The St. John 
crow were training steadily for tho great Lu- 
ohine race. They were going over a six 
milo ooureo ihreo times a day, aod it wus 
tunerled th.it in their new boat they can 
boat any time previously made by tbeui. 
Tho celebntind Tynu crow had arrivod in 
Canada. Governor Hill, Hon. B. D. .Shea, 
and Sir Hugh Hoyles bad arrived from NcWi 
foundland, Tho Dominion Rifle Mealing 
waa to come ol! at Froderickton, N. B, , un 
the 29th of August, and for which great 
preparations w t iro being made. Tha Hon. 
R' P Haythorne, President of tbo Exooutivo 
Council of Piince Edward Thud, haa ex- 
pressed himself favorabio to Confederation 
on improved terms. The French Canadian 
Inu'itnto at Ottawa, adopted tbo following 
resolutions .• ' That the Frouch Cunaduns 
heartily sprapatli za with Franco in tho prcu- 
ent war with Fiussia, and irtiat ibat tha will 
meet with the success which tho bravery of 
her troops entitles her to. That a commit- 
tee ha iuim p diut>;ly formed to collect monoy 
in aid of tha wouudod.' Tho Illinois Press 
excursion party wore at Montreal. Thoy 
visited Victoria Iitidgo in a special train, 
aooompauiod by a distinguished party, in- 
cluding the Mayor. In the evening they 
weni to Vizier Garden, which was beauti- 
fully lighted up, and tha K Ho Brigade Liand 
playing. Tho party oxpraaaod Ihenitelvos as 
being greatly pleased wiih what they saw. 
The Dominion Privy Council wero in ses« 
sion at Ottawa, nnd were disposing of the 
work which had accumulated during tho ab- 
rjonce from the Capital ol the Ministers.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, Sopt 9 — Extreme agitation reigns in 
Constantinople whoro it is boliered that Rus- 
sia und Austria ure negotiating with a view to 
partition off the European end of Turkey. Tho 
Russian fleet in tbe Black Sea excoei Is the 
limits set by tho Treaty of Islay. Thero is 
tbe greatest activity in Austrian dockyards at 
Pola and Trieste. 

New York, Sept 9— The World't Paris spe- 
cial says : — We have no accurata information 
as to the whereabouts of tbe Gorman advance 
Rnports nro hourly broHght in, most of theia 
based on the appearance of sconting foragers 
or cavalry scouts from along the lino of rail- 
road. There is no authentic reason for boi 
Moving that the eaomy in force have over 
roaohed Rtieims up to this time. The impres- 
sion hero, even among soldiers, is that the 
Prussians will bo in sight of Paris by Sunday 
morning noxt. 

At au interview held yesterday at tho office 
of the Minister ot Foreign Affairs, ./ules P.avre 
asssred Lord Lyons that tho Republic did 
not inliorit tho wars of tho Emperor, and that 
tho Provisional Government would gladly con. 
oludo a peace as soob as possiblo on any terms 
not absolutely dangerous or dishonorable to 
France. Favro asked his lordship if tho ltritiah 
Cabinet would interfero and suggost Terms o( 
Peaco, to be offered by Prussia, such as could 
bo HBSured 1'rauco would accept. Lord Lyous 
replied that although England would be ia> 
lighted to help to bring the war to an end yet 
he hud no authority to say that sho would un« 
dortako to suggest terms of puaco to cither 
combatants. Favre said that it would thou 
be impossible for Frunce to inuko such sugges- 
tion herself, 

A deputation of nearly 600 porsons went in 
a body to thank the American Minister for the 
prompt recognition o( the Republic by the 
United States. 

The Worl'.Va London correspondent tele- 
graphs that the impression there in high official 
circles that Franco will accept uay terms short 
of the dismemberment her territory, in refusing 
which she is supported by Russia. It is be- 
lieved that the Republican Government will 
consent to pay largo indemnity, to dismantle 
the frontier lortificntious, and to larguly re- 
duce tbe standing army. Moro than this will 
not be coaceded ; if Prussia should insiat 
in the cessation ot Alsace and Lorraine, or 
oven jtfetz and Strasbourg, the war will as- 
sume a new and moBt terrible aspect. The 
general feeling in London is that Germany has 
military right to demand payment of tho ex- 
penses of tho war, tognther with reasonable 
guarantees for her future security, but she has 
no right to attempt to degrado and humiliate 
Franco. It Is quite certain that if she attempts 
to do this, sho will bo met by one of tho most 
formidable European coalitions ever formed, 
and that no man can predict the issue of tho 
conflict. 

London, Sept 10— It is denied that Lord 
Lyons ba,B gone to King William's head- 
quar'ers. 

Paris, Sapt 10 — Certain Ministers of 
War, Financo and Foreign Affairs will go to 
Tonrs at once, Gambeua, Minister of tho 
Interior, will remain here, but will Bend a 
delogalion to Tours. Tbe Diplomatic Corps 
will go to Tours to day. 

Some formidable gunboats arrived here 
from Toulon ; they are ironclad aod draw 
but littla water und arejheavily armed. They 
are to ba used on eisge. 

A Itttar just received fromStrasbourg says 
the oondition of that city is much bettor 
than was supposed. Tbe garrison has plenty 
ot munitions and sufficient provisions to last 
(or some months to oome. 

PARrs, Sept 11— Heavy rains for the past 
fow days bare retarded tho Prussian advance 
bolweea Rethal and Rheims; only the artil- 
lery can bo moved over tho heavy roads, 
and that with much difficulty. The Gordo 
Mobile baa attacked ibo Prussians at differ- 
ent points, killiog, wounding and capturing 
i number of them, Guslave Fleury is in 
Pari*. 

Berlin. Sspt 10— The following dated 
from the Prussian hetdquaters, Rheims, last 
night, was received to-day : More than 
25,000 French prisoners were captured in 
front of Sedan before tho capitulation on thn 
the 2d inst. On the capitula'ion 83.000 
prisoners fell intu our hands. Of these 14,000 
wore wounded. 400 field pieces, including 
mitrallieurs, 150 siego fcuns, 1250 borses aod 
a largo uiuounU ol war material were cap- 
tured. 

Oknita, Sept 12— The General d'Armes 
has disarmed tbe insurrectionists and King 
of Italy line guaranteed tha maintenance of 
order. 

Advicta from Floronca dated Sept 11th 
state that the country is deeply agitated. 
Itulinn lliigs are everywhere displayed. 

Madrid, Sopt 12 — Demonstrations of sym- 
pathy with the FreDcli liopublic oontinues 
in the northern provinces. The Republicans 
in PariB have eignod an address demanding 
the consent ol the Cortes. 

Pahis, Sept 11— Tba Prussians were at 
Teuton last night. I eports of an armistice 
increase in consistency. The Diplomatic 
Corps has deferred its departuro from tbe 
oily, 

Marseilles, Sept 12— Tbe Government, 
hearing that two cruisers had passed through 
the Straits of Gibralter, ordered prepara- 
tions to be made for repelling attack". 

London, Sept 11 — Orders are issued by tho
